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Little Free Library trend right at home in NOTL 


It’s one of a growing trend 
that has reached Niagara- 
on-the-Lake - a Litde Free 
Library, one of more than 
25,000 around the world 
helping to promote a love of 
reading and a sense of com¬ 
munity. 

It looks like it could be a 
bird house, or something 
decorative, until you get 
close enough to see through 
the glass door and scan the 
titles of the previously read 
and loved books lined up 
neatly on two shelves, call¬ 
ing out to be borrowed by 
passers-by. 

This particular library 
was built by Old Town resi¬ 
dent Bruce Gitelman, and 
stocked by his wife Wendy. 

It’s registered and official, 
which means the Gitelmans 

which began in 2009, by a 
man in Wisconsin, who 
built a model of a one-room 
schoolhouse, 


offers an opportunity for 
neighbors to share their 
favourites. 

Anybody can set up then- 
own library for free, using 
plans available online, or 
pay for a kit. To register you 
can buy a sign for a one¬ 
time fee of $35 and put the 
library on the website map. 

The Gitelmans first saw a 
Little Free Library in 
Toronto, and when they 
bought their NOTL home 
on Front St., thought the 
community was the perfect 
place to introduce the con-

It’s designed to hold 
about 20 books. Wendy took 
some time contemplating

The selection is constant¬ 


ly changing, says Bruce, 
with everything from very 
heavy to light reading show¬ 
ing up. 

While they are both read¬ 
ers, Bruce said his books 
are scientific, not the kind 
most people would be likely 
to pick up, so Wendy looks 
after it. 

It requires a litde bit of 
time for curating - it’s sug¬ 
gested to stewards of these 
libraries that adult, reli¬ 
gious and political books 
are not appropriate, but he 
says there have been no 
issues so far. Also, so far, he 
adds, no vandalism. 

Children's books are pop¬ 
ular, not surprising since 
the visibility of families with 
young children is increas¬ 
ing in the Old Town, he 

The Gitelmans like to 
think of it as a community 
library, which is one of the 
goals of the founders. And 
being stewards gives them 
pleasure - an opportunity 
to meet and chat with their 
neighbours, to talk to tour¬ 
ists who are staying close by 
who exchange books, says 
Bruce. It also provides a
